Sir,— The einpluisiH given by Theo- 
dore Tilton to Inn doctrino of souI-Iotg 
will cnusa scvoial of tho habitues of

ly exemplified in an article abusing 
the Governmont /or alleged prodigal^ 
ity in giving 20 thousand acres of 
land por mile in addition to money aid 
for tho Georgian Bay branch of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. If this act 
of the Government needed defence ii 
•would bo found in the fact that tho 
contract was subjected to competition 
in the customary way and tho most 
favorable tender was accepted. An- 
other answer would be that tho quan- 
tity of land is precisely the same as 
the Macdouald Administration under- 
took to give along the entire lino, 
'whileibe money contribution is less. 
In support of its case the "Mail" 
furnishes a list showing the average 
price realized for lands by twenty-six 
American railway companies. Accor- 
ing to that list the highest average 
occurred in the case of the 
Grand Kapids and Indiana railway, 
which was $13 98 per acre; tho lowest 
ia the case of the Kansas Pnciiic, which 
was $3 07 per acre. Taking tho twenty- 
Bii, the general average was a fraC' 
tion over $G 92. It is impossible to 
look at these facts and figures with- 
out feeling that there is "a good 
thing" for the railway companiog in 
these lands. Even if the lowest aver- 
age price realized by any of tho twenty- 
six American companies be taken, tlic 
land grant alone would more than suffice 
t) build tha road. Beferring more par- 
tioulaily to this end of the Canadian Pa- 
oific Eftilway, vra hope and believe the 
Urge tracts of land to be thus alienated 
will be treated in tho general iaterest of 
tb9 Province as well as in the interest of 
the conicaotori and it is aatisfaotory to 
know* that tha Dominion Qovernment 
takes snob powers under the Act' as will 
enabl« it to guard tho public interests in 
this respect. Tlie Railway Act provides 
that "two-thirds of tlui quantity of land 
80 appropriated shall bo sold by tlio 
Government at such prices as may he 
from time to time agreod upon botwuon 
the (roveroor in Council and the coutrac- 
tori." 

Answers. 

The use of language is to convey 
thought. Its abuse is to conceal 
truth. Amongst the few liglits which 
an arbitrary Ministry have left to the 
people's representatives is the humble 
one of asking questions; but even that 
only remains in name. Tho evasive 
answers for some time back returned 
by ^nisters are little better than an 
insult to the House and.through it, to 
the country. The simplest question, 
nh&t every member has a right to ask 
and-everybody has a right to know, 
and what any other Government would 
aBSwer "without one moments hesita- 
tion must be subjected to all the cir- 
cumlocution of the most ultra Parlia- 
mentary routine, and when finally the 
answer does come it seldom tluowH 
any light upon the subject. lu truth 
these answers appear to be ingeni- 
ously framed with an e.special viow to 
concealment of tho truth. Will tlio 
House assert its fleeting right.4 in this 
and other respoeta ? Or will moui- 
bora ignobly prostrate thom.sidves and 
permit an arbitrary Admini.straction, 
by one innovation after another, to 
fctampout the last vestige of Represen- 
tative Government ?

Tho welcome boflm of tho Mohongo's 
gun, as that atoamsliip entered tho har- 
bor yesterday morning, eont a thrill 
through every heart, anu eager crowds 
hurried to the wharf to fcreet their friend s 
who they Lad almost given up for lost. 
As the steamBhip aj^pronched the wharf, 
tho terrible eiporioneo wliicli sho Imd 
uudorgono on the passage from San 
Francisco was painfully apparent. The 
funnel was flecked with salt spray to tbo 
very top. Cue of the steam pipea had 
been carried awny. Both paddlebo.^e.'i 
were gone, leaving the great iron wheels 
•iposod like gigantio skoletous. Tho 
houses ou dock were started from tho 
perpendicular. The front of tlio wliool- 
house and tho skylights were stove, aud 
tho whole appearance nf Iho ship was most 
forlorn, while tho drenched and wan as- 
pect of tho passengers who crowded tho 
decks hero witness to tho sufToring and 
misery they had undorgone. Tho story 
of the eventful voyage ib soon told: Tho 
MohongO Bailed from San Francisco at 
20 minutes past 1 o'clock on the afternoon 
of tho 20tb inst. Sho had 110 passen- 
gers and 600 tons of freight on board. 
AU wont well until tho oveuing of Tues- 
day, when a S. E. galo sprang up and 
continued till midnight. Tho woathcr 
then-set in thick, and the ship was hove- 
to. Early on Wednosdiiy morning tbo 
wind freshened and the glasj fell rnpid- 
ly, until at loy, o'clock it .stooil at 28 70, 
when tho hurricane, which was accom- 
panied by blinding snow and hail, com- 
menced from the S. nnd S.S.W.;tha ship 
shipping large quantities of water and 
laboring heavily ,sbe was hove-to. At 11 :30 
a tremendous sea, which is described 
as a "wall of water," boarded tho vessel. 
It struck tho pilot-house, crushed it ami 
washed Capt. Thorn, tho 2d ofHcer and 4 
men from the wheel. Cupt. Thorn was 
carried across the deck, striking tho lar- 
board rail with great violence. He was 
also badly cut by broken glass, and 
when picked up was bleeding profusely 
and was thought to bo dead. He was 
carried below; and for 2-i hours w.ia ia a 
very weak state; but notwitlistandiug his 
injurioa ho contiaiiod, with the assist- 
ance of Chief QiBcor Slisrvrood and the 
rest of bis officers and crew, to discharge 
his duties. The same sea swept every 
moveable article from tho deck, raked 
the ship from stem to stern, crushed the 
Captain's room, broke tho skylighla, fill- 
ed the forecastle and ateerage with water 
and entered the saloon and tho ongine- 
room. For the remainder of the day tho 
ship was frequently boarded by seas, 
which although not so destructive as the 
first, drenched everybody to tho skin 
and caused the pumps to be sot goiug to 
free tbo vessel. Wo abould havu stated 
that before the Captain was injured the 
steering apparatus got out of order and 
recourse was had to tho after-wheel or 
"preventer." At 9 a.m. tho steering ap- 
paratus was repaired, hut when tho 
great sea came it smashed the wheel and 
tlio "prevontor" w.is asain resorted to. 
Tho Btcamer was headed cfTshoro, and at 
6 p.m. tho glass had ri.seii considerably 
and the wind uiodcrated. HiifTcieiit atoanj. 
was maiiitainod to keep tho steamer's 
head to the wind and on Tliursdny morn- 
ing at 4 a. m. she was again headed for 
thoStraits. It was soon found iiiijjo.ssi- 
blo to steer with tbo preventer, nnd tho 
hands wont to work and attain i-cpnired 
tho steering apparatus. At 7 o'clock on 
Thursday night the steamer entered the 
Straits, where she encountered a gale 
from tho fi. E. Sho was bufTeted all 
'Duir.'fday uight and nt r>!/, o'clock yester- 
day morning cast anchor in Esquiuialt 
barber where sho lay tiii T^J o'clock, and 
then came round into Victoria harbor. 

The damage sustained by the ship is e»- 
tensive and several thonsaad dollars will 
bo required to eEfect repairs. The batches 
wero oponod yostorday nnd tho cargo 
found to ho uninjured. The scone on 
board during tho iirevaleneo of tlio galo 
is dosoi ibed as appalling. To ndd to the 
horror of the occasion iha ^'Ifistla of the 
starboard boiler was blown away and tlie 
noise of the steam escaping through tho 
small oriSce was heard above the roaring 
of tho hurricane, nnd created tho imprea- 
sioii tliiit an ei])losioii bad oCourred. No 
one on board expected to reach shoro 
alive; but the ofijcorB nnd men worked 
like heroes, and tho passengers, under 
the most trying circumst^Qcas, and with 
tbfl steamer trembling Ukt an ospep be- 
neath them, behaved remarkably well. 
Some of gentlemen Kot bottles and placed 
slips of pa])er insiidc — coiitauiinf,' their 
naines and tho circumstances of tho di- 
saster, wliich thoy prepared to throw 
overboard as a memento of their fatu 
should tho last eitremity lio readied. The 
ladies went to pr.iyern nnd conliiuiod on 
thoir knoHH till all danger was over. Tho 
injuries of Capt. Thorn , wu are glad to 
say, aro not dtttigonms; tho ;;,il]atit ca|)- 
ta'n seems to bavo had a narrow eseapu 
for his life, a i>iece of glniia having cut 
him deeply upon tbo neck, and just cs' 
cupeil tlio jugular vein. Tho iiassf^nger.-! 
publish a card ei])reMiiiig their thanks, 
under Divino Providunco to Cnpt.

Mr. Blake on the Paoifio 
Railveay. 

(Continued.) 

Next came the queation of the road 
from Esquimau to Nauaimo. He sup- 
posed the hou. gentleman opposite 
could not complain of the construction 
of that branch, for upon that subject 
his mouth wag closed, bccauao tbo lato 
Government had, by oxecutive action, 
dotormined that the terminus of tho 
Pacific Railway should bo at Esqui- 
malt, and tlint tbo railway should bo 
extended further across tho straits to 
the mainland at whatever cost. Tlio 
First Bliuistor, therefore, occupied an 
impopinablo position ou this point, It 
would have been for tho interests of 
this country if tho arranffomonts which 
mado Esquimalt the terminus had been 
cancelled and new arraii.'jeinents 
made. He (Mr. Blake) had stated 
iu public on one occasion that in his 
opinion the proposals to British Col- 
umbia were of an extremely exfcrava- 
g-ant character, and he was fortified in 
this opinion by the languajj;o which ho 
found in tho desi^atch of tho Piivy 
Council on page 27 of tho bluo-book. 
He (Mr. Blako) desired to direct tho 
attention of the House to tbo language 
in the minute of the Order in Coun- 
cil of September 11th, in reference to 
tho increase of expenditure, as fol- 
io wb: — Tho Committee recommend 
that Lord Carnarvon bo informed that 
if it bo found possible to obtain a sot- 
tlomont of tho question by tho accep- 
tance of the former offer the Govern- 
ment will consent that after the com- 
pletion of tho survey tbo average 
minimum expenditure shall bo two 
nullions. Tlicre is every reason to be- 
lieve now that a majority of tbo Bri- 
tish Columbia people would accept 
the propositions previously made, and 
ia therefore earnestly hoped that no 
change will bo considered necessary, as 
it will be difficult to induce tbo coun- 
try to noc8])t any further concessions.' 
At page '10 tho despatch stated that 
tho Dominion Government, in mak- 
ing new propoBals to British Colum- 
bia, were actuated by an anxious de- 
sire to put an end to all controversy, 
and to do what was fair and ju^it un- 
der very sxtraordinary circumstances, 
aud that those proposals contained the 
most liberal terms that public opinion 
would justify. The despatch also 
pointed out to Lord Carnarvon that 
the Dominion hud no engagement to 
build tho railway from Esquimalt to 
Nanaimo, and that, therefore, no jcsi 
complaint c^uld bo made that it wna 
not coinmouced, and that tlio con- 
struction of tbo road was offered aa a 
compromise for tbo delay. Those ex- 
pressions in tho despatches aro truly 
and correctly mado. He contended 
that tbo difliculties in which tbo coun- 
try might bo involved by theso extra 
CQiicessions wero very serious. Ho 
maintained tliat having regard to the 
very fovourablo financial arrange- 
ments his luin. ffioiul was able to 
make, and tho large sum bo was ablo 
to borrow without trenching upon tho 
reserve of the Imperial guarantee, and 
asauming that theso favourable cir- 
cumetanceB would continue for many 
years to come, it was possible that 
tills country might bo ablo to comply 
with those conditions. For liis own 
part ho would repeat his regret that 
the terms proposed should have been 
accepted, or that the new agreomont 
should bo mado on a now time con- 
cession. It was diflicult to como to 
any conclusion as to time, bocauso 
evoii his hou. friend the l''irst Minis, 
ter had been unable to say what 
tho cost of the road would be for which 
contracts had been let. How much 
more impoBsible, then, to give tho ap- 
proximate cost of other portions of the 
road, or to guarantee tho time for their 
completion. He thought tlie sjieecli 
of the First Minister had vindicated 
the position he (Mr. Blako) had jiro- 
viously taken in reference to tho char- 
acter of the Country in British Colum- 
bia. The First Miui.ster had rofened 
to that district from the Yellow Head 
Pass down to tho north brancii of tho 
Fraaor Hiver as being a favorable 
route. Ho asked what was tho iniloago 
thoy would have to got to mako com 
munioation with the seaboard. It was 
500 miles in order to got a distance of 
2.55 miles on an airline. It was pos- 
sihlo that in a cimntry wlicro railway 
construction was expensive tlio Gov- 
ernmoiit might have to douhlo tho 
length that would bo required on on 
air-line, iu order to get a route with 
ascent of fifteen miles, requiring 
additional engines to tug trains up 
that ascent of liftoeii iiiiloH. Under 
such circunistaiicos, be though bo hail 
beou justilled in calling (bo country 
an inhospitable one. He wished to 
call tho attention of the country to the 
fact that it was probable the Govern- 
ment would liavoto double tho nii-lino 
mileage in ordorto accomplish the con- 
nociioii between tho Yellow Uoad Pass 
and tlio HoaboarJ of llio Pacific. It 
was true tlioro was another route, a 
very much higher route; but that in- 
volved an expensive character of work 
which would mako it more costly than 
tho other. Tho lion, gontlonian then 
proceeded to say that oiio obsorv",t!on 
had fallen from the First Ministor 
he had heard with deep regret, aud 
that 'was iu reference to his not asking 
the sanction of Parliament to tho 
amended terms with British Columbia. 
It appeared to him that the People of 
Canada through thoir rojirosentalives 
ought to bn asked to sanction tho con- 
ooHsions which had boon made. His 
lion, friend bad been promised sup- 
port in referonoo to these propo.sitions 
and ho did not doubt that the major- 
ity of tho Houso would ho prepared to 
accept thorn. At the saino time his 
own opinion was tliattho Government 
liad been imprudently liberal. But 
wbother (be^ were prudent, the opin< 



ion of Parliament should bo taken to 
ascertain if the terms wero to bo con- 
sidered obligatory in this country or 
not. Tho Dominion was dealing with 
a Provinoe whicli.next toManitoba.was 
tho smallest in the Confederation. Th 
people of British Columbia would be 
bettor satisfied, would be more reas 
sured, if tho alterations of the terms 
were made by statutory enactment 
than they would bo if they rested sim 
ply on a Government order. Ho ven 
turod to represent to tho First Minis 
ter that tho safer course would bo to 
give Parliament an opportunity of 
pronouncing upon theso terms. (Ap- 
plause). ^ ^
